Community Center Cost Estimate 
Increased 19%, Council Shocked

A volatile September 7 
City Council work session 
dedicated to receive an up¬ 
date on the community cent¬ 
er provided more questions 
than answers. 

All council members were 
extremely concerned about 
the $935,563 increase in cost 
estimates from the $4.8 mil¬ 
lion estimated in August 
1992. 

Particularly heated, Edward 
Putens demanded accountability 
from the Florance Eichbaum 
EsocofT King architects (FEEK). 
the consulting firm hired by .he 
city to evaluate Center School 
for a future community center, 

Russell Perry, one of the ar¬ 
chi tects, p aid he could only offer 
apologies, but no reasons. Coun¬ 
cil member Thomas White want¬ 
ed to know why there were in¬ 


creases rather than decreases in 
the updated cost estimates when 
the theater had been dropped 
from the community center plans, 
as requested at the June 1, 1993 
council meeting. Antoinette 
Bram clearly wanted to know if 
the city was being taken advan¬ 
tage of simply because it had 
recently become “more affluent” 
with the acceptance of certain 
grant monies. “We must con¬ 
stantly be responsible to the tax¬ 
payer,” she said with authority. 

The review of cost estimates 
took most of the evening. Perry 
outlined the changes from the 
*92 estimates to the ’93. The 
five main areas where the in¬ 
creases occurred were costs for 
the electrical system, window re¬ 
placement. adult day care, loca¬ 
tion of chiller units, and Davis 
Bacon wage rates. 

Electrical System 

The most dramatic change, and 
the one Perry attributed the lar¬ 
gest increase to, was the cost 
of the electrical system. Orig¬ 
inally estimated at $5 per square 
foot, it more than doubled to 
an estimated $11.50 per square 
foot Putens stated this was un¬ 


acceptable and demanded to 
know the reason why. Perry said 
when the firm confronted the 
mechanical and electrical engi¬ 
neers with this very question 
they only “shrugged their shoul¬ 
ders.” Perry did provide one 
possible reason for the inac¬ 
curacies. Oftentimes, he said, 
electrical and mechanical draw¬ 
ings are less detailed than ar¬ 
chitectural drawings, thus allow¬ 
ing for building estimates to be 
more accurate than for electrical 
systems. 

Window Replacement 

As more investigation was 
done on the building, it was de¬ 
termined that all the windows 
needed replacement, rather than 
only some as part of the orig¬ 
inal estimate. Perry said one-third 
of the windows would need to 
be replaced immediately due to 
damaged lintels. 

Adult Day Care 

The adult day care has been 
expanded from its original plan 

and relocated to the lower level 
of the building. This procedure 
required reconfiguration of the 
space, including demolition, new 
wall partitions, a new door and 
plumbing. 

Chiller Units 

Due to a fresh air problem, 
the air conditioner chiller units

Shaw’s Classic Androcles 
And the Lion in Rehearsal

Starting October 1, Greenbelt’s own community theatre 
will perform George Bernard Shaw’s “Androcles and the 
Lion ' for three consecutive weekends. This marks Green¬ 
belt Arts Center’s first production under a roof it can call 
its own. since it was located 


P&G Old Greenbelt Theatre. 

In “Androcles and the Lion”, 
Shaw gives his take on the fa¬ 
miliar fable. A humble Chris¬ 
tian removes a thorn from the 
paw of a suffering lion, and 
later is spared by the very same 
lion in a Roman Colliseum. 

Shaw’s version emphasizes the 
humor and irony of the tale. For 
example, Caesar (to be played 
here by the unmistakably female 
Kerry Newman of Bethesda) is 
portrayed as terrified of the lion, 
and then later boasts of having 
tamed it. 

In addition to the animal-lov¬ 
ing Androcles (to he played in the 
GAC production by Lloyd Rawley 
of Greenbelt), the Romans are 
preparing to throw a variety 
of other Christians to the lions. 
There is Ferrovius (Bill Fedor- 
shik of Lanham), the gentle 
giant who wrestles with his own 
temptations to lash back at the 
Roman oppressors, rather than 
turn the other cheek. There is 
Lavinia (Jeannette Connors of 


Greenbelt), the beautiful and 
intelligent patrician who admits 
to having doubts and fears, but 
who conducts herself brcvely. 

The story is originally sup¬ 
posed to have taken place in 
about 150 AD, Shaw's version 
was premiered in Berlin, Lon¬ 
don and New York in 1912, 1913 
and 1915 respectively, and has 
been found relevant by contem¬ 
porary audiences in every dec¬ 
ade since. 

As a socialist and a vegetar¬ 
ian, George Bernard Shaw was 
himself a thorn in the paw of 
aristocratic theatre goers early 
in this century. But even they 
could not resist Shaw's “Androc¬ 
les and the Lion.” The play is 
not only superbly entertain¬ 
ing but also celebrates the 
value of life, and illuminates the 
same questions we ask ourselves 
today. It will be fascinating to 
see how the director of this up¬ 
coming production, Steve Blais of 
Greenbelt, will choose to present 
this play. 
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Council Reviews 90 % Plans, 
Parking atCommunityCenter

In addition to the review of cost estimates, and deduc¬ 
tion alternatives, the other two items discussed at the Sep¬ 
tember 7 Council work session were the 90 percent complete 
plans for the community center, and a proposed revision to 
the parking lot plan. 


Wh«re To Find It 

Changes were made from the 
65%-complete drawings in 1992 
to the present drawings which 
are 90%-complete, Some changes 
were due to further investiga¬ 
tion of the building and others 
because of relocation needs. 
Karl Riedel, architect with the 
firm Florance Eichbaum Esocoff 
King, (PEEK) presented the up¬ 
dated plans.

offices, formerly scheduled to be 
in the basement, will now be 
located on the ground floor with 
its own access. “The lights from 
this space will make it look like 
the building is in use (day or 
night),” said Riedel. 

The adult day care originally 
was only going to be a few 
rooms but now will use the whole 
basement. The reason was to 
accommodate an increase in pa¬ 
trons, up to 55. 

The space originally designat¬ 
ed for the theater (eliminated at 
the June 1. 1996 Council meet¬ 
ing) will be used for a dance 
studio. 

The Greenbelt Museum work¬ 
rooms will move from the libtary 
to the top floor of the new 
building. 

Handicap access was added to 
the drawings. There will be two 
new elevators, and a ramp at 
each entry to the building. Their 
intent, Riedel said, was to make 
the community center a “mult‘- 
generational facility.” Specific 
access for the adult day center 
will be a raised platform with 
a semi-circular drive for easy 
drop-off and pick-up. 

Inside Materials 

After removing the old floor 
tiles in the main corridor, con¬ 
taminated by asbestos, they will 
(be replaced by “historically ac¬ 
curate chocolate brown tiles with 
specks,” said Riedel. The ceuing 
will be made of concealed aecou- 
stical tile hiding a full sprinkler 
system- Riedel said the class¬ 
rooms, which will be used for 
offices and general work space, 
will have new ceilings, as well 
as better lighting. 

Outside Materials 

A lighting change drew much 
attention from council members. 
Riedel said new lighting on the 
facade will be “pencil beams 
which will add a soft glow to 
the limestone and will give the 
building the importance it has 
never had.” 

In agreement with the His¬ 
torical Society, the windows on 
the front of the building will be 
repaired to maintain their orig-

inal “purity.” The side windows 
will be replaced, and the alum¬ 
inum windows on the 1967 build¬ 
ing only need to be recaulked, 
he said. 

The green paint on the lower 
base of the school contains lead, 
according to Riedel This haz¬ 
ardous material will be removed 
and replaced with materials to 
look like the original cement. 

A dramatic change from ear¬ 
lier plans is the replacement of 
the roof. Originally, only sched¬ 
uled for partial replacement, 
Riedel said that after careful 
re-investigation the entire roof 
needed to be replaced. This can 
be done over a three to five year 
period, he said, although the 
roof over the. kitchen needs re¬ 
placement immediately. 

Some changes were due 
fo further investigation of 
the building and others 
because of relocation 
needs. 

Scrutiny of 90% Plan 

The roof created quite a stir 
for the council members. Orig¬ 
inally estimated to cost $108,420, 
the roof with full replacement 
will now cost $168,500. 

Council member Thomas White 
questioned whether the increased 
cost was a result of the last 
four years of neglect by the 
School Board. He said the board 
had agreed to ‘“necessary main¬ 
tenance” until the school was 
handed over to the city, and 
didn't think they had complied 
with this standard. Mike Mc¬ 
Laughlin, Deputy City Manager, 
said he had been advised that 
school maintenance staff had 
tried to maintain it as best as 
they could. 


After discussion of a list al¬ 
ready presented to council on 
specific items which were not 
in “working order” at the time 
of the estimates, it was deter¬ 
mined that staff should recir¬ 
culate this list for further evalu¬ 
ation. In particular, White want¬ 
ed to appeal to the Board of 
Education for the increase in 
roof repair, citing their neglect 
as the reason for the increase. 
Council member Antoinette 
Bram agreed and said, “I don't 
want to delay working, but I 
don't mind sending the bill.” 
Mayor Gil Weidenfeld asked for 
an update from the architects 
on the changes in both window 
and roof estimates and suggested 
a separate work session be set 
up to discuss the list at length. 

In addition to the roof and 
windows, other questions arose. 
Council member Bram asked if 
there were historical precedent 
for such lighting on the facade, 
and if this would lead to an 
increase in vandalism. Riedel 
said there was no precedent. 
Also, he suggested the lights may 
abate vandalism. 

There will now be three kitch¬ 
ens—a central facility, one for 
the child day care, and one for 
the adult day care. Riedel ex¬ 
plained their collective needs. 
The central kitchen will receive 
pre-prepared foods, will be used 
for the Food and Friendship 
program, and will serve up to 
60 patrons at lunchtime. The 
child and adult day care each 
need kitchen facilities because 
“making cookies and bread is 
part of their program.” 

Parking Lot Reconsideration 

The engineering firm of Green- 
man-Pedersen. Inc., (GPI) hired 
by the city to develop the park¬ 
ing proposal for the commun¬ 
ity center, presented changes 
suggested by the council at an 
earlier meeting. Some were: the

Mayor Weidenfeld suggested 
the option of subcontracting the 
project and putting the federal 
funds toward a portion of the 
construction, perhaps the adult 
dav care center.

Possible Deductions 

In order to counterbalance 
these increases, White asked 
about possible deductions. One 
of the items mentioned was the 
floor tiles in the building. It 
was the recommendation of the 
FEEK firm to replace all the 
tiles for two reasons: (1) over 
50% of the tiles would be dis¬ 
turbed during the renovation 
process, and (2) trying to match 
the color would be difficult* 

Items already cut by the archi¬ 
tects were the carpeting, new 
gym windows, and an equipment 
allowance, a $135,000 savings 
from the earlier estimates. 

Marie Tousignant from the 
Art Center suggested that 
groups who will rent space in 
the community center should be 
responsible for some of their 
own furnishings, thus reducing 
the “Engineering, Sitework & 
Furnishings" allowance which is 
currently set at $1 million. Bram 
concurred, and stated the em¬ 
ployees of the adult and child 
day care would better know :he 
needs of their partieipan/s than 
the city. However, a member cf 


he audience said if the space 
is not adequately “ready for 
use,” groups will not want to 
rent the space. 

Suggestions for Solutions 

White stated, “the council 
needs to move forward because 
a brooding hulk stands neglect¬ 
ed. He suggested creating a list 
of deductions in advance in case 
the bids were too high. “We 
need to take another attempt 
(at the cost estimates) so the 
ciy is not faced with a project 
beyond what it can afford,” he 
said. 

Bram’s option considered a 
phase strategy prioritized as 
follows: (1) building preserva¬ 
tion, (2) containment and re¬ 
moval of asbestos, and (3) 
bringing the building up to code 
electrically. Then, she said, would 
be the time to consider the rest 
of the w T ork. 

Concluding this issue tempor¬ 
arily. Mayor Weidenfeld deferred 
to the staff to set up another 
work session to iron out new 
deductions and discuss them in 
more detail. He said, “It is ob¬ 
vious that Council has reached 
some level of discomfort. We 
need to cut back, but the ques¬ 
tion remains what and how.”

Positive Prospects for Lakes 
At Schrom Hills Told to GEAC 


by James Giese 

After a seven-year wait, 
Greenbrook residents may 
have to wait only a little 
more than a year longer for 
a lake to be built in Schrom 
Hills Park, This will happen 
if the residents, the Corps 
of Engineers and the State 
of Maryland approve of the 
latest plans by the city's 
consulting engineers, Green- 
man and Pedersen (G&P), 
as presented at the Septem¬ 
ber 9 meeting of the Green- 
belt East Advisory Coalition. 

“I may be dead by then/' 
equipped Greenbelt's Outstanding 
Citizen and GEAC member, Dor¬ 
othy Pyles. Pyles also had dif¬ 
ficulty believing the issue had 
been around for only seven 
years. “I was young then/' she 
said, 

Kim Panate of G&P presented 
a plan calling for two small lakes 
totaling 2-3 acres. The original 
plan for a 18-acre lake had to 
be abandoned when new environ¬ 
mental regulations restricted the 
disturbance of wetlands. Lakes 
are not considered to be wet¬ 
lands. The proposed plan will 
disturb one acre of wetlands, the 
maximum amount of disturbance 
permitted under a national per¬ 
mit, the easiest kind of permit 
to obtain. 

Greenbelt Planning and De¬ 
velopment Director Celia Wilson 
advised that if more than one 
acre were disturbed, the city 
would have to show reason why 
it was necessary to do so. She 
believed that the State and the 
Corps would not agree to the 
further disturbance. As it is, the 
city will have to create .3 acre 
of wetland near the site. Al¬ 
though not yet determined, the 
mitigating wetlands will prob¬ 
ably be located upstream from 
the lakes. 

Members of GEAC withheld 
comment until the plan could be 
presented to the Greenbrook 
homeowners. If that approval is 
obtained, then the proposal will 
be presented to the state. With 
that OK, Panate said G&P could 
begin to prepare engineering 
plans, which would take two to 
three months. Then the county 
will have to make the necessary 
fundsing available, as this is a 
county project in which the city 
became involved only in order to 
expedite it Construction will 
take another two to three 
anon tbs.

James Lighthizer, Although 
the first was negative to the 
pedestrian crossing problem on

“It might be cheaper to pay 
whoever delivers the new appli¬ 
ance to remove the old.” Vincent 
advised. 

Vincent was at the meeting 
to advise what was being done 
about the complaints received 
from Greenbelt East residents 
as a result of the change in 
recycling contractors There 
have been missed pickups, but 
many people have failed to put 
out on the right day. These 
problems are being resolved, she 
advised. 

Greenbriar will begin recycl¬ 
ing shortly. Although the coun¬

GEAC members were concern¬ 
ed about the potential develop¬ 
ment of a nearly two-acre par¬ 
cel at the end of Mandan Road 
which has been advertised for 
sale, particularly about the pos¬ 
sibility of Mandan Road*s being 
extended beyond the city lim¬ 
its. It was agreed to look fur¬ 
ther into this matter

Right now developers are dig¬ 
ging up valuable green space in¬ 
side and near our city limits, The 
Greenbelt City Council has pre¬ 
served Parcels 1 and 2, after the 
Committee to Save the Green¬ 
belt and others exerted pres¬ 
sure. Likewise, the majority of 
proposals for "growth" should 
be met with opposition from 
Council, and any unavoidable de¬ 
velopment should be planned to 
reinforce Eleanor Roosevelt's or¬ 
iginal concept for Greenbelt. 

Other issues that must be ad¬ 
dressed include: (1) Crime pre¬ 
vention. partly by the teaching 
of conflict resolution, and en¬ 
hancement and inclusion of 
Springhill Lake and Greenbelt 
East in Greenbelt’s traditional 
community spirit.

The title maintenance free is a little deceiving Most of those 
types of batteries come with sealed top caps which don’t allow 
visual inspections to check electrolyte level. Although, some of 
these do in fact have removable top caps. Battery cables and 
terminal ends still corrode, no matter what kind of battery you 
have. So much for the maintenance free theory. 

If electrolyte level is low, there must be a reason: damaged 
case, system over charging due to an alternator or voltage regu- 
later or even wiring or excessive current demand. 

On battery cables or terminal ends, the primary reason for 
low electrolyte level is poor connection or corrosion. When this 
occurs a resistance point is made. When there is a high resistance 
point, there are also high temperatures - high enough to melt the 
terminal ends and battery area.
